Novelty 

The subject matter of claims 1 to 15 lacks novelty 
(PCT Article 33(2)) in view of the prior art as 
summarized above . 

The subject matter of claims 1 to 15 does not appear 
to be novel over Dl (whole document, abstract) . 
The specification of schizophrenia also fails to 
render claim 1 novel. The only novel portion claimed 
is the treatment of a select group taken from the 
entire group of patients treated thus far with 
desoxypeganine, meaning only a subgroup. This 
subgroup, which, by the way, is not clearly defined, 
therefore does not appear to be a feature that could 
substantiate novelty .
